The proclamation said that while 


emergency relief had been rendered 
by the Red Cross and national guard,

In refusing the-bcquest, 
the organization was kind enough to 
note that the will was made in 1919 
when the war was still fresh in,'every 
one's mind. Mr. Manners, it may be 
hoped, would have changed its terms if 
he had given thought to them before 
his death. War is bad enough, without j 
heedless stret<£hing out into the future 
of its worst feature—hate. 


CLOSING A LOOPHOLE 


Turkey and Bulgaria are hardly not- 


_ cd as^peace loving nations, but they 


have-just signed, an airtight peace 
treaty between themselves which de- 
serves • to be recommended to the -rest 
of the Balkans or to any other chip-on-, 
thc-shouldcr neighbors, for that mat- 
ter;. 
. Like most treaties of arbitration, 
theirs provides that they shall not be 
compelled to arbitrate issues involving 
national prestige, honor and sovereign- 
ty.- Ordinarily that is a serious loophole 
destroying the value of a treaty, since 
any .nation can pretend that an • issue 
involves its national prestige, honor or 
sovereignty, and in fact such claims arc 
made on both sides in the average war. 


But Turkey and Bulgaria have 


closed the loophole. They have prfivid- 
cd that if either party tc a dispute be- 
tween them considers its honor in- 
volved, that point also shall be arbi- 
trated. If in this preliminary hearing 
the judges decide impartially that no- 
body's sovereignty is affected, 
then 


Turkcy-and Bulgaria agree to go ahead 
with the main arbitration. 


War may occur without breaking the 


treaty, but only in the event that the 
arbitrators decide sovereignty is in- 
volved. Otherwise the question must 
be settled by a. tribunal, not by force. 
The difference between this treaty and 
the usual peace pact is that the latter 
permits each nation to be judge of the 
issue jwhethcr somebody is stepping on 
its.precious prestige.

THE NEW AMBASSADOR 


Before the change of government at 


Washington Mar. 4th, few persons 
would have pictured Gen. Charles G. 
Dawes as ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain.

tant commissions, including that of rep- 
arations ; he- has a wade knowledge of 
foreign life and affairs, has been vice- 
president of the United States and 
served with" distinction in the World 
war. In addition to all this he was the 
first director of the federal budget. He 
has had an extraordinary career and 
one that should fit him preeminently • 
for representing the United States ef- 
fectively and well .at London. 


General.Dawes' record in highly del* 


icate arid complicated undertakings is 
sufficient--evidence, we believe, that-he, •• 
will use" excellent discretion in rcpre-~~ 
senting--"the'- United States in-Great 
Britain. We/nee'd men of his attain- 
ments and broad experience in such 
posts. We need men of international ' 
experience uand vision. We need men 
who 'lack the prejudices of chauvinistic 
Americans against Europe and for- 
eigners in general. Dawes is a man of 
that type. Pie should be useful the next 
few years, during which so, many mat- 
ters and policies of great importance 
touching our relations with the rest .of

LINCOLN'S LAST SPEECH 


Sixty-four years ago today Abraham Lincoln, 


from tho .steps of tho White House, delivered 
his last public.address to thc» American people. 


The occasion was informal and the speech was 


extemporaneous. General Lee's surrender to Gen- 
eral Grant had occurred just two days before 
and. after indulging in wilder jubilation, it oc- 
curred to several hundred Washingtonians that 
it would bo a fitting tribute to the gaunt, worn 
man in the White House to call on him early in 
the evening and extend their congratulations. 


Lincoln responded to their noisy acclamations 


by appearing 
outside and speaking to them 


briefly on the subject of reconstruction. He re- 
peated his belief that it was not necessary to 
decide whether the southern states were ever 
out of the Union, so long as they were brought 
back into "proper relationship \\ith it." 


"Finding- themselves safely at home, it would 


be utterly immaterial whether they had ever 
been abroad," Lincoln said. 


Two evenings later he was assassinated, and the 


difficulties 
of 
reconstruction, more difficult in 


many ways than the difficulties of the war itself, 
fell onto more belligerent shoulders. 


LOOKING BACKWARD 


The most costly scientific publication in pro- 


portion to its size was the report of tho Wilkes 
Expedition to the Antarctic, issued by the V. S. 
government. The whole book was ne\cr publish- 
ed and only 200 sets were printed. The cost was 
$279,131.

wrote a thesis about it, aimed to 
show that most.

Miss Vcdder's thesis discussed I 


methods of table setting, dishwash 
ing and general "redding up," the 
slowest method requiring SS min- 
utes, 8 seconds, and 1954 motions for 
a days worth of dishes In the aver- 
age family of four, the fastest re- 
quiring only 22 minutes, 31 seconds, 
and 1015 motions.

marked by its extraordinary sessions 
of congress. 


Either an international or a do- 


mestic crisis confronted the covern- 
ment when each was called. They 
dealt with the grave problems of 
war and threatened conflicts, re- 
construction, national defense, gov- 
ernment finances, tariff, industrial 
depression and reciprocal agreements 
with foreign governments. 


In each, the-guiding hand of vis- 


ioned American statesmen is seen as 
the moulder of the trend which set 
the destiny of the nation. The cool 
wisdom displayed by little remem- 
bered patriots in the formative and 
chaotic periods of the government 
is portrayed on the faded records of 
earlier congresses. 


The first extra session was called 


in 1927 by President John Adams 
when war with France was threaten- 
ed; the last, the twenty-first, In 1922 
when President Harding convoked 
congress to subsidize the merchant 
marine. /

FAVORABLE CONDITION'S 


This, congress meets 
under 
the 


most favorable conditions of all ex- 
tra sessions. While it deals with 
perplexing questions of vital import 
to the nation's welfare, its magni- 
tude is overshadowed by those called 
meetings of congress during. the 
world war, the civil war and the war 
of 1812. 


No national crisis exists now that 


could compare with the relative im- 
portance of the convening Slay 15, 
1797, 
by President Adams of the 


fifth congress to consider war with 
Franco over rights on' the high 
seas.

About one in 
each twenty-five messages is a toll 
message. 


CALLS ARE INCREASING 


In the last year 
telephone gross 


revenues have increased by nearly 
9 per cent, but what is more aston- 
ishing is that net income has grown 
up nearly 11 per cent. Net income 
this year shows even greater gains 
since the number 
of calls is 
in- 


creasing far more rapidly than the 
operating costs. 


The telephone 
and 
telegraph 


companies are constantly broadening 
the scope of their activities. Some of 
them are delving deep into the trans- 
mission of photographs and are mak- 
ing improvements in television, tele- 
photo, talking 
movies and other 


lines. 
Some 
of the public utility 


companies are 
making fast strides 


toward widespread handling of wired 
radio broadcasting. 


It is expected that within a short 


time, the new sea trans-Atlantic tele- 
phone cables for 
transmitting tele- 


phone conversations without the use 
of repeaters or loading coils will be 
laid. Until that is accomplished tele- 
phone conversations 
with Europe 


will be dependent on the use of ra- 
dio for relaying" 
the sound 
waves 


across the sea, which on being pick- 
ed up are reconverted 
to the tele- 


phone wires. The expansion in the 
foreign telephone field by American 
companies has been 
astonishingly 


rapid and this naturally has roused 
the foreign companies to steps of ac- 
tive opposition. 
The Communica- 


tions Company of Great Britain has 
for one of; Its objects 
competition 


with American companies in Europe 
and Great Britain. It has merged in 
one huge company, telegraph, tele- 
phone and radio services. 


The increase In telephone com- 


munication, far from 
hurting the 


business of the wired telegraph com- 
panies, has helped it. The gross op- 
erating .revenues of the two major 
telegraph and cable companies rose 
nearly four per cent in 1928. Net in- 
come did not advance corresponding- 
ly. owing to rate reductions, 
but 


these price drops 
are expected to 


stimulate business to an even great- 
er extent.

.best producers to be used as breed- 
ing stock. 


"Results obtained by the Holstcin- 
K'Friesian association," he continues, 
'."prove the efficacy of herd improve- 
ment registry. After a year's trial 
'the registration-papers of more than 
*400 purebred cows, which represent 
-approximately seven per cent of all 
"cows tested, have been canceled. The 
•cows were found to bi unprofitable. 
This is the first step ever taken to 
carry out a definite system of elim- 
'inating the inferior and unprofitable 
-cows from registered herd books." 


In recent 
years an increasing 


number of purebred dairy cattle has 
been entered in herd improvement 
•associations. A study of the records 
ot 100,000 cows, 70,000 of •which were 
grades and about 30,000 purebreds,

is one of the problems facing agron- 
omists' at the College of Agriculture. 
University of Wisconsin. Plans to 
breed a variety that will be resistent 
to both of the menaces are now be- 
ing conducted, but it will likely take 
several years before high yielding 
hybrid varieties will be developed. 


The only known smut 
resistent 


variety, according to the agrono- 
mists, is not adapted to Wisconsin 
conditions. It is low yielding and has 
a very weak straw. The most out- 
standing rust resistent strain is the 
White Russian, but it is too late for 
our climate and, in addition, does not 
yield well. 


Extravagant claims 
are 
often 


made for new varieties, but most of 
these can not be substantiated in 
experimental tests. At present the 
agronomists are following a Euro- 
pean strain, selected from some im- 
ported varieties, which seemed to be 
free of rust when oats In nearby 
rows were covered with it.

for experiments to control weeds."

FLINT CORN DOESN'T 


RIPEN BEFORE DENT 


Mailisfln—C/P)—The popular notion 


that riint corn matures earlier than 
the dent varieties has been disprov- 
ed in tests completed at the Wis- 
consin agricultural experiment sta- 
tion here. The trial results were an- 
nounced this week by A. H. Wright 
agronomist. 


In a field experiment with 21 varie- 


ties of corn—seven of flint and 14 
of dent—the commonly grown flint 
strains did not mature as early as 
the sented types. When harvested 
at the lime of silo filling, most of 
the dents were 
entirely mature, 


while the earliest flint strain was 
only 70 per cent ripe. Flint varie 
ties from 
Nebraska, 
particularly, 


made a poor • showing in the test. 
Several were only 40 per cent ma- 
ture and one of them never did rip 
en. 


The earliest maturing varieties 


were Northwestern dents, Wisconsin 
25, Minnesota, 13 and -White Cap 
Yellow Dent. 
The test proves, ac- 


cording to Wright, that farmers in 
the corn belt are at no advantage in 
growing flint varieties, if their sole 
aim is to grow an early maturing 
corn. The experiment is to be con 
tinned, he added.

"Why. during: the recent influenza 


epidemic, was Wisconsin's 
rural 


death rate from this disease much 
higher than the death date in urban 
areas?' 


The answers of these physicians 


give three major factors as having 
important 
bearing 
on 
influenza 


deaths In the 
city and 
country. 


These factors are: The type of treat- 
ment given a person during the first 
twenty-four hours he has influenza: 
immunity against influenza: and the 
relation of occupations to influenza 
deaths. 


In commenting on the first of these 


factors. Dr. C. A. Harper, Madison 
says: "The outcome of a severe case 
of influenza depends greatly upon 
medical and nursing care given 
a 


person during the first twenty-four 
hours of the disease. If, when the 
initial symptoms of influenza 
are 


manifested, the patient takes to his 
bed in a comparatively warm room 
and has proper medical attention— 
the chances for his recovery are very 
great.

immunity 


against influenza in comparison -with 
the immunity of the rural resident 
is stressed by Dr. J. P. ICoehler, Mil- 
waukee, in his opinion on this ques- 
tion.

districts did not s'how the immunity 
to influenza that those from the city 
did. 


Agreeing with the other two phy- 


sicians Dr. T. Lr. Harrington of the 
W. A. T. A. Milwaukee, also cites 
the world war in explaining the high 
rural'death rate. He says: 


"In the army camps it was found 


that soldiers who had the earliest 
symptoms of influenza, but who per- 
sisted in drilling, were quite likely 
to die within 48 or 72 hours after 
they had given up and gone to bed."
